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The RFA might possibly serve to place unwarranted interpretations on the claims. 
The RFA states: 

Claims 21-40 and re-numbered as claims 1-20 respectively are allowable over the 
prior art of record because the cited references do not contain the specified limitation of 
an apparatus comprising [the entire body of claim 21]. 

Applicant notes that Applicant distinguished independent claims 21,35, and 38 over prior 
art in the Response to Office Action mailed July 10, 2006. Applicant respectfully submits that 
the recitation of aU features of claim 21 in the RFA should not serve to place unwarranted 
interpretations on claim 21 or any other claims. 

Applicant also notes that independent claim 35 is a method claim and not an apparatus 
claim. Accordingly, reference to apparatus claim 21 in the RFA should not serve to place 
unwarranted interpretations on claim 35. 

The RFA also refers to "Fig. 2, elements 202, 206 - feedback to the input of second 
CMOS domino gate". 

Applicant respectfully submits that such features refer to one embodiment that may be 
covered by Applicant's claims. Applicant respectfully submits that reference to such features in 
the RFA should not serve to place unwarranted interpretations on the claims. 
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As the RFA might possibly serve to place unwarranted interpretations on the claims, as 
noted by the above exemplary discrepancies, Applicant respectfully submits that the claims are 
to be construed in accordance with their express language.
